Gary Brabham puts Australia back 
on the Formula One track this year. 
What does he have to do to follow in 
the footsteps of his great compatriot, 
‘Alan Jones?

Contrary to popular belief shared by 
some: personnel, we do not just

hours worked at the circuit from 
Wednesday a.m. to Sunday p.m. is 
around 80, with the majority being on 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday.
